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1* Of the various sources of operational intelllgenoe received 
through regular charnels In fS*l, perhaps the aost valtiable for BOPIBHD 
operations is not being fully exploited bsoause of E#-l's faiJLuro te 
jreoelYe retention copies of theee reports and because of fall.ure In the 
field to follow up the possibilities offered therein* I refer here to 
the interrogations of Albanian refugees vho continue to escape aoross 
the bolster to Greece ahere they are Interrogated by the Greelc Agency 
and then by Stra|eBd-S Intelllgenee Corps (U»S*) if the first interro- 
gation proves of Arny Interost, The Greek Agency apparently makes 
available to SIC the reports of their Interrogationsj those are then 
translated and sent to Department of the Any, G-2 by the Array Attache 
In Athens* If SIC itself also Interrogates the refugee^ that report 
is forwarded to Washington in the same manner. 


2, EB-l has been receiving these reports Intermittently, Usually 
there Is at least a throe wjn'Ui time lag between the date of the in- 
terrogation and the receipt of the dispatch by KB*'l, In cheeking ay 
interrogati-n file, I dltoovsred that fron the date of the first 
interrogation on fil«| Doceniber 1949# until the present, wa have ro- 
oeivod retention copies of only 18 interrogations, some of these se- 
cured pors-nally from OSO or from Aray G-2, while wo have reosivod 
43 cowering dispotehes indl catting the name of the refugee, the date 
of entrance into Greece and the general categories of information 
covered in the interrogation which Is not attached. 

Since the covering dispatch is next to worthless for opezvt- 
tional int^ligence# this office has tried repeatedly to obtain re- 
tention copies of the interrogati ns themselwos. During the first 
week in January# 1 requested from the CIA library 28 interrogations! 
these will come eventually, probably for a loan period of at most 
two weeks* 


4, Feeling that these reports are of real operati nal Interest, com- 
ing as they do fro’» refugees who have actually been inside Albania 
during the past few months Instead of froc exHos of over fife years 
I have spofted-to people in ID/CD about the problem of obtainl -g re- 
tention copies. The situation is apparently somewhat as follows* The 
Department of the Amy reoeives ditto masters of those Irray Attache 
reports! they print up for CIA usually five to seven copies of the 
covering dispatch and one copy of the enclosure which Is the interro- 
gation itself. The seven copies of the covering dispotck are distri- 
buted! these now form the bdlk of ray interrogation file. The actual

reports. In four caaoe we have the eeraplete Interrogation on file* 
although these wore not raforr d to when the clearance requests ’!?ere* 
initiated.
